The  Pennsylvania  census  for  the  year  1790  shows  Conrad  Conrad  was 
taxed  In  Coolie o  Twp.j  and  again  Conrad  Conrad  was  taxed  in  Elizabeth  Twp., 
both  are  in  Lancaster  County  and  are  adjacent. 

The  number  of  children  of  Conrad  Conrad  is  uncertain,  except 
that  from  indications  he  had  a  large  family  and  that  one  son  was  Daniel 
Conrad,  from  now  on  called  Daniel  Conrad,  2nd,  who  married  Elizabeth  Shank 
and  moved  to  Huntingdon  County.

There  has  been  no  record  found  showing  that  a  Conrad  Conrad 
immigrated  to  this  oountry  long  before  the  Revolutionary  War,  nor  shortly 
before  it;  therefore,  it  must  be  concluded  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that  . 
William  S.  ia  mistaken  at  least  as  to  the  immigration.  Neither  could  his 
other  statement  of  twelve  sons  be  verified. 

The  early  immigrants  in  many  instances  had  three  names  which 

\ 

they  wrote  out  in  full.  To  a  certain  measure  this  can  account  for  the  pe¬ 
culiar  name  John  Conrad  Conrad.  The  name  Conrad  Conrad,  if  one  wishes  to 
use  his  imagination,  could  be  on  account  of  the  son  being  an  extraction  of 
two  parents  of  the  same  sur-name.  There  were  few  families  of  scattered 
farmers  in  Lancaster  County  in  early  days  and  there  was  much  intermarrying.

WILBUR  FISK  CONRAD,  the  fourth  child  of  John  Conrad 
and  Mary  Ann  Stoneb raker  (Conrad)  ,  was  bom  at  Franklinville , 
Huntingdon  County,  Pa.

At  the  time  that  Horace  Greeley  was  aspiring  to  the  presidency  of  the 
United  States,  the  Bourbon  Democrats  in  opposition  to  him  held  a  conven¬ 
tion  at  Louisville,  Ky in  1872  to  nominate  Charles  Francis  Adams  in  op¬ 
position  to  Greeley.  Fisk,  not  making  public  his  friendship  for  Greeley, 
secured  the  honor  of  delegate  from  the  17th.  Congressional  District  of 
Pennsylvania  and  immediately  proceeded  to  do  Adams  all  the  damage  he  could* 
Although  this  was  a  convention  not  for  Greeley  but  to  divide  the  Democratic
